Claims 10-23, 25, 27 and 29-31 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art 
could be found to teach all the claim limitations. In particular, no prior art could be found 
to teach the claimed 1 st and 2 nd manager respectively with a 1st and 2nd topology 
representation wherein the 1st manager generates two event notifications wherein the 
1 st event notification is discarded when a discrepancy is detected and the 2nd manager 
compares the 2nd topology representation with the 2nd event notification and with the 
detection of a discrepancy, recovers the 2nd topology representation from the 1st 
topology representation.
